CHICAGO, IIL, July 2.—Holmes, the noto- 
rious insurance swindler, will have another 
horrible crime laid at his door. Inspector

been searching the house, 701 Sixty-third 
street, where Holmes and the Williams girl 

‘ lived, and in an immense stove sufficiently 
large to hold a human body they found a 
quantity of charred bones and several dress 
buttons and a portion of a gold watch 
chain. The buttons and chain were iden- 
tified as having been worn by Minnie WII 
jams of Fort Worth, Tex., by C. E. Davis, 
who occupies a portion of the store former- 
ly used by Holmes when in the drug busi- 
ness. The police are now of the opinion 
that not only Minnie Williams, but also her 
younger sister, Anna, and the boy, Howard 
Pitesel, met death in this house. To-day 
they began the search again by digging up 
the cellar and some of the floors.

The twenty acres 
contain several thousand “shrubs.” From 
these the owner hopes to secure this year 
about 1,000 pounds of black tea, which will 
retail at $1. to $1.40 per pound. Last year his 


crop was about 500 pounds from an area of 
fifteen acres. 43 ‘contain shrubs 

from tea imported from Japan, 
China, Ceylon, Formosa and Assam, Asia; 
also what_are called Assam hybrids, which 
are considered the most profitable, and Cey- 
lon hybrids, which are obtained by mixing 
the seed of the pure Assam or Ceylon with 
some other grade. The shrubs grow six feet 
apart, as they require a large amount of 
nourishment, and “exhaust’’ a large area of 

d 


und. 
‘Straw or shingles are placed over the 
plants when the first shoots appear, and 
care is taken to protect them from frost 
until they have reached a height of two 
or three feet, when they become fairly 
hardy, withstand — 
changes of temperature which occur dur 
the year. The shrubs can be grown by graft- 
ing, but are less hardy than if raised by the 
seeding process. 

When the shrub is about three feet high. 
the “harvesting of the tea“ begins, and this 
is perhaps the most interesting stage of all. 
Armed with a sharp knife, the field hand 
cuts off in May about half the leaves and 
smaller branches. If the growth has been 
healthy, the shrub throws out a new foliage 
of leaves at once. These are the tea leaves 
of commerce. They will run from one to two 
inches in length, according to the variety. 
They are picked off as fast as they reach a 
suitable size, and the operation is repeated 
from May until October as often as the 
leaves come out. It is termed “flushing.”’ 
The most. profitable species are naturally 
those that can bear the most flushing. At 
Pinehurst seven is the largest number of 
“flushes” during the season. The picking is 
done by the native pickaninnies.

NOT A PARALLEL CASE. 


One of the St. Louis victims of the 
gold ocrase writes the Post-Dispatch: 
“The Democrats who do not believe in 
free silver coinage will do as their breth- 
ren in Illinois did under similar cireum-
